Mail Carrier C. E. Winand has fu r­ 
nished the only clue to the ma a who

(I. Miller who wan fishing at the time. 
While covering his rounds two or 
three weeks ago--. Mr. 
Winand does 
not remember the day

walking up and down on a bridge 
about a mile and three quarters alleve 
the dam. 
The man aeerned to be wor­ 
ried and in deep thought.

ally believed that be plunged into the 
creek soon atter Mr.

“Farmers' Free List B ill" Reported In 


House— Removes Over $10,000,000 In 


Duties and Raps Trusts. 


Washington, April 19. — Quoting 
President Ta it in an effort to snow 
that the Republican policy of a high 
protective tariff has proved a failure, 
the Democrats brought into the house, 
with a favorable report from the com­ 
mittee on ways 
and 
means, their 
“farmers’ free list bill.” 
The repOi t on the bill, presented by 
Representative Underwood, chairman 
of Hie committee, is a merger of Dem 
ocratic political argument, based very 
largely on the utterances of the presi­ 
dent, and an analysis of the proposed 
exemptions from duty. 
The report shows that the free list 
bill would redine the tariff revenue 
$10,016,495, based on the importations 
for the last fiscal year, an amount de­ 
scribed as “inconsiderable in cotniiar- 
ison with the great saving and advan­ 
tages to all of our people from the ad 
ditions to the free list provided for.” 
Quoting President Taft’s recent Ca­ 
nadian reciprocity speeches, the report 
seeks to convey the impression that 
the administration is convinced that 
protective tariff rates are too high. 
“In several 
public addresses,” it 
says, “he (the president) has admit­ 
ted that tariff rates are too high, that 
such rates have resulted in excessive­ 
ly high prices, felt especially in the in­ 
creased cost of 
living, which 
now 
bears heavily on our people, and that 
they have not received the long prone 
I sod benefits of domestic competition 
under high protective duties.” 
The report takes up in detail the 
classified list of articles included in 
the free list bill. Regarding agricul­ 
tural implements, it says their manu­ 
facture is controlled by trusts 
and 
combinations that have sold in foreign 
countries at lower 
prices 
than at 
home, building up their foreign trade 
from $3,859,184 In 1890 to $28,124,033 
in 1910. 
flagging and baling materials, essen­ 
tial in the transportation of agricul­ 
tural prodtu ts, the report says, can­ 
not receive benefits of protection in 
home 
markets 
and 
duties on them 
"have annoyed and burdened the farm 
ers to add to the profits of exacting! 
trusts and combinations." 
Conc erning hoops, hands and ties of 
Iron and steel, barbed wire for fenc­ 
ing, etc., the report says the high du­ 
ties make the people dependent upon 
the “giant steel industry" which for 
years has sold produc ts abroad lower 
than to domestic consumers. 
The placing on the free list of all 
forms of leather from cattle, hides 
and skins, boots, shoes, harness, sad 
dlery, etc., the committee argues, will 
be of advantage in manufacturing and 
necessarily of benefit to agricultural 
produc ers. 
The "beef trust” is assailed in dis 
cussion of the free listing of fresh 
meats and meat products. 
For the reason that the public de­ 
sires "that no artific ial shelter shall 
be maintained to protect abnormally 
high prices on food articles In any 
form” the bill also seeks exemption 
from duty on wheat flour, semolina, 
rye flour, buckwheat flour, cornmeal 
and all prepared cereal foods, biscuits, 
bread and similar articles not sweet­ 
ened. 


But Negotiations Between Diaz and 


the Insurrectos May Mean That Both 


Sides Are Playing For an Advan­ 


tage. 


Washington, April 20. — Peace in 
Mexico will soon be restored, accord­ 
ing to Senor Manuel De Zamacona, the 
new Mexican ambassador to the Unit­ 
ed States, who was presented to Pres­ 
ident Taft. 
The ambassador made this predic­ 
tion in a formal speech to the presi­ 
dent. 
In reply President Taft said 
that the people of the United States 
hoped fervently that harmony would 
soon prevail. 
With the receipt at the state depart­ 
ment ot advices confirming the report 
that negotiations for an armistice be­ 
tween the federal and rebel forces are 
in progress, the opinion was expressed 
that opportune action had been taken 
by both sides in the Mexican revolu­ 
tion to prevent complications with the 
United States. 
Dr. Vazquez Gomez, head of the con­ 
fidential agency of the revolutionists, 
and intermediary between the rebel 
forces in the field and the Mexican 
government, refused to discuss 
the 
proposed armistice. 
Dr. Gomez has 
taken the attitude that the armistice 
proposal in no way indicates that the 
insurgents have relented in their de­ 
mands for reform. 
He is said to have consented to sub­ 
mitting the 
armistice to his chief. 
Francisco I. Madero, Jr., as well aa to 
the Mexican government, with a view 
to preventing 
danger to American 
lives and property at Kl Paso, Tex., 
which would be menaced by the at 
tack planned on Juarez, Mex., directly 
opposite, across the Rio Grande. 
The fact that negotiations for an 
armistice have been confined to the] 
state of Chihuahua and the northern ( 
part of Sonora, is interpreted in two j 
ways. On the erne hand, it is believed 
that the rebels are proposing a par­ 
tial laying down of arms to enable 
them to maintain their fight in other 
states, though consenting at the same 
time to inactivity along the American 
border. On the other hand, a strong ! 
belief exists that Francisco I. Madero, I 
Jr., bas little control over the people 1 
who have risen in revolt In other 
states. 
The Mexic an government, however, j 
it is said, Is hopeful of the moral ef-1 
feet of inactivity by the Madero forces 
in Chihuahua, and has taken pains to j 
spread throughout the republic news 
of the proposed armistice, believing 
that a temporary cessation of hos'ili- i 
ties will become general. It was ru­ 
mored also that with the setting forth 
of definite prodigals from the revolu­ 
tionists the possibility of an aglee- 
ment for the abdication of Preside nt 
Diaz within a certain period was not 
at all unlikely. 
The proposals, it it 
known, are to be received by the 
Mexic an cabinet and laid before Pres­ 
ident Diaz himself. 
The statement of Dr. Vazquez Go­ 
mez, the Mexican rebels’ agent, that 
negotiations for an armistice are un 
der wuy between him and the Mexi­ 
can government, was confirmed by a 
telegram received by the state depart­ 
ment from Ambassador Wilson, the 
American envoy to Mexico.
